WASHINGTON President Obama 
refused further long-term federal 
bailouts for General Motors and 
Chrysler, saying more concessions 
were needed from unions, creditors 
and others before they could be 
approved. He raised the possibility 
Monday of controlled bankruptcy 
for one or both of the beleaguered 
auto giants. 

At the same time, eager to reas- 
sure consumers, Obama announced 
the federal government would 
immediately begin backing the 
warranties that new car buyers 
receive— a step designed to signal 
that it is safe to purchase U.S.-made 
autos and trucks despite the dis- 
tress of the industry 

In a statement read at the White 
House, Obama said he was “abso- 
lutely committed” to the survival of 
a domestic auto industry that can 
compete internationally And yet, 
“our auto industry is not moving in 
the right direction fast enough,” he 
added. 

With his words, Obama under- 
scored the extent to which the 
government is now dictating terms 
to two of the country’s iconic cor- 
porations, much as it has already 
taken an ownership stake in banks, 
the insurance giant AIG and hous- 
ing titans Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac. 

In an extraordinary move, the 
administration forced the depar- 
ture of Rick Wagoner as CEO of 
General Motors over the weekend, 
and implicit in Obama’s remarks 
was that the government holds the 
ability to pull the plug on that com-

He also noted that the econom- 
ic stimulus legislation he recently 
signed allows the purchasers of new 
domestic cars to deduct the cost of 
any sales and excise taxes. 

And he said funds ticketed for 
the purchase of new vehicles for 
government agencies would be 
spent as quickly as possible.

HERE COME 
THE JUDGES 


IOC ARRIVES THIS 
WEEK TO EVALUATE 
CITY’S BID FOR GLORY 

Associated Press 

Chicago has rolled out the red carpet for kings and 
queens, presidents, rock stars and Jennifer Aniston. 
This week, the city is welcoming Mounir Sabet, 
Alexander Popov, Dr. Ching-Kuo Wu and a handful 
of others you’ve probably never heard of in hopes of 
landing the 2016 Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The three are part of an International Olympic 
Committee delegation that will inspect the city 
beginning Thursday to determine 
if Chicago should be awarded the 
games instead of Rio de Janeiro, 

Madrid or Tokyo. Chicago is the 
first stop on the IOC’s white-glove 
tour, which follows meetings this 
past week in Denver where each city 
gave a 20 -minute presentation. 

Chicago officials have been busily 
rehearsing, paving, practicing, 
painting and planting. They are, 
for example, making sure the IOC 
members see Millennium Park’s two 
fountains in all their glory just the way they are in the 
summertime. 

“We usually wait until April 15, but the water will 
be turned on” when the committee arrives, said Jill 
Hurwitz, cultural affairs department spokeswoman. 

Workers also are trying to finish renovations on the 
famed Buckingham Fountain, a project that has long 
been scheduled to be completed later in the month. 
Around the city, community groups and businesses 
have planted flowers in parks and planters along streets. 
And in this season of gaping potholes, work crews have 
been laying down fresh asphalt in Washington Park, 
where the Olympic stadium would be built. 

Chicago plans an Olympics with 90 percent of 
the athletes within 15 minutes of their competition 

venues, all based around Lake Michigan. 

When the IOC members arrive, they will be 
greeted by someone who speaks their languages 
and knows their countries’ customs. A.D. 

Frazier, the chief operating officer of the 
Atlanta games, said it’s a safe bet that the 
visitors aren’t caught in traffic during their 
tour. 

“You think the IOC ever saw a traffic

jam in Beijing?” he asked. “I guarantee you they never 
saw a traffic jam in Beijing.” 

Chicago organizers acknowledge they’ve got 
detailed biographical information about each IOC 
member. 

“We have done some research about some of 
the key cultural and other interesting spots that 
they might want to take a look at when they’re in 
town,” said Lori Igleski, Chicago 2016 director of 
events, volunteers and accommodations. “We have 
information at our fingertips of key places they 
might be interested in.” 

Chicago 2016 spokesman Patrick Sandusky said 
staffers have rehearsed each stop on the venue tour 
and the drive to each stop. Judging by one recent 
rehearsal the media was allowed 
to watch, they will assure the IOC 
that Chicago, which hosted the 1933 
World’s Fair at the height of the 
Depression, knows how to put on a 
big show during terrible economic 
times. 

Along the way, they will see what 
organizers say is widespread support 
of the games— thanks to full-page 
ads organizers are taking out in local 
newspapers that readers can cut out 
and hang in their windows. 

The IOC also is going to see something that always 
has been part of the landscape here: protests. 

Jitu Brown of the Kenwood Oakland Community 
Organization said the group believes that building 
the Olympic Village and other venues on the South 
Side will speed the gentrification that already is 
displacing thousands of low- and middle-income 
residents. 

But, he said, “we are not anti-Olympics,” just 
against displacing residents. 

A group calling itself “No Games Chicago” says 
the city should be spending money on schools and 
housing, not the Olympic Games. The group plans 
a Thursday rally And the head of the police officers’ 
union says there may be picketing to show their 
anger about the status of contract negotiations. 

Chicago 2016 President Lori Healey said organizers 
won’t duck the issues. 

If IOC members ask about picketing police 
officers, organizers will “tell them the truth, that 
they’re out there because they have an issue with 
their contract {and} it’s not directly related to 2016,” 
she said. “That this is a city where people express 
their opinions.”

As the days lengthened, downtown commuter 
Peter Dordal of Shabbona began checking the 
Internet schedule for the water taxi every day. 
So did Susan Galens of Deerfield, who has 
hopped on the yellow Chicago River taxis far 
into December. 

On Monday, both were among the season’s 
first passengers to climb onto the wind-chilled 
deck of Alpha, one of Wendella’s two taxis on 
the Chicago River. 

Other commuters shuffled into the green- 
house-like cabin. Dordal and Galens wanted to 
be part of the elements. 

“It’s like for five minutes, you feel like you’re 
on vacation,” Galens said in a gentle breeze on 
the way to work at Mesirow Financial, as the 
city slid quietly past. 

Passenger ferries criss-cross the Hudson 
River, sail San Francisco Bay and dodge whales 
in Seattle’s Puget Sound. 

Chicago’s contribution to urban water trans- 
portation is the system of shuttles between bus- 
tling commuter train stations and other stops 
downtown. 

Monday brought the first water taxi runs of 
Chicago’s “warm” season, a sure sign of spring

Attorney 
files suit 
against 
Playboy

A Chicago divorce attor- 
ney who posed nude and 
wrote a legal advice col- 
umn for Playboy.com filed 
suit Monday alleging an 
executive of the publishing 
empire sexually harassed 
her. 

Corri Fetman, 45, who 
authored the “Lawyer of 
Love” column, alleged 
Thomas Hagopian, an 
executive for the digi- 
tal branch of Playboy 
Enterprises, bombarded 
her with sexually explicit 
e-mail messages and phone 
calls, groped her and took 
away her column last 
July when she repeatedly 
rebuffed his advances. 

Hagopian could not be 
reached for comment, but 
a Playboy spokeswoman, 
Elizabeth Austin, said 
Hagopian left the com- 
pany last year. She would 
not comment further on 
his departure. 

“We take these allega- 
tions very seriously” Austin 
said. “We will follow our 
internal policies and pro- 
cedures and complete our 
own investigation of this 
matter.” 

Her suit, filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court, 
seeks more than $4.5 mil- 
lion in damages for, among 
other things, “gender vio- 
lence” and emotional dis- 
tress. 

“I’m filing the lawsuit 
because I believe there may 
be other victims out there,” 
Fetman said Monday in a 
brief telephone interview. 
“I also do not believe under 
any circumstances that any 
woman should be subject- 
ed to this type of harass- 
ment.” She referred other 
questions to her attorney, 
TimothyJ. Ashe.

Web crime reports spike 


WASHINGTON Reports of Internet- 
based crime jumped 33 percent in 
2008, according to a group that monitors 
Web-based fraud. 

The Internet Crime Complaint Center 
said in its annual report released Monday 
that it received more than 275,000 com- 
plaints last year, up from about 207,000 
the year before. 

The total reported dollar loss from such 
scams was $265 million, or about $25 mil- 


lion more than the year before. 

About one in three complaints were for 
nonpayment or non-delivery The other 
most common complaints were for auc- 
tion fraud or credit and debit card fraud. 

The ICCC is a partnership of the FBI 
and a nonprofit group that tracks white 
collar crime. 

The group forwarded more than 70,000 
of the complaints to various law enforce- 
ment agencies for further investigation. 


According to the group’s data, men 
appear to lose much more money to Web- 
based scammers than women: Among 
those who filed complaints, men reported 
losing $1.69 for every dollar that women 
lost. 

The ICCC’s annual report said the gen- 
der gap in computer fraud may be a func- 
tion of the different kinds of shopping 
men and women do online, and the differ- 
ent types of fraud they encounter.

Can our 
writer tackle Lakeview’s new 
bar/grilled cheese emporium?

ttention, cheese-a-holics: Grilled cheese will 
no longer be the disregarded kid brother of 
I the bigger, tougher burgers that normally 
l ™ adorn Chicago bar menus. 

The 44th Ward Dinner Party (3542 N. Halsted St. 773- 
857-2911), which officially opened Friday in the former 
Lakeview Broadcasting Co. space and is helmed by LBC 
owner Stephen Westman with Nicholas Scimeca and 
Jason Merz, boasts a menu with little more than six awe- 
some-sounding grilled cheese sandwiches (see sidebar). 
The bar also has a make-your-own option. Choose from 
10 breads, 10 cheeses, four spreads and 13 extras, includ- 
ing mushrooms and Granny Smith apples. What grilled 
cheese lover could resist devouring all six concoctions, 
plus a personal creation? Hence ... 


The plan 

Eat six grilled cheeses from 
the menu and a make-your- 
own by midnight. Finish 
with the Basique ($4), which 
becomes $1 after 12 a.m. 

The experience 

7:48 p.m. Saturday: Arrive 
at the multi-level bar, which 
is empty, save for one table. 

I order a $5 beer from the list 
of 10 (a handful of cocktails 
are available for $8-$12 
each) and scope the inviting 
space. Candlelit tables, old- 
fashioned wallpaper and 
antique mirrors evoke a 
haunted mansion. The vibe? 
Somewhere between Wilde 
and the Violet Hour. 

8:02 p.m. Order sandwich 
No. 1, Market Days (see right). 
Stomach rumbles. It’s been 
nine hours since I’ve eaten. 

8:18 p.m. No. 1 arrives, nicely 
composed. The cheese, 
though not particularly 
melty, is tasty and fresh. The 
yummy fries taste like sugar, 
which our server Rebecca 
notes is in the seasoning mix. 


8:40 p.m. Finish No. 1. There 
are now three other “dinner 
parties” seated. I order No. 2, 
the Belmont Harbor. 

8:57 p.m. No. 2 arrives. 

Bread is gorgeously golden. 
Though I can’t taste the 
apples, the greasy bacon- 
cheese combo nearly tricks 
my tongue into tasting eggs. 

9:16 p.m. Done with No. 

2, 1 order No. 3, the 60657. 
Rebecca’s fully amused by 
my indulgence: “Oh my god, 

I love you right now. You’re 
cracking me up.” I don’t 
mention how hard my heart’s 
pounding. I do request she 
hold the fries from now on. 

9:30 p.m. No. 3 arrives. It’s 
small, and all I taste is rye 
and sprouts. 

9:42 p.m. Co-owner Jason 
Merz checks on us, saying 
The Ward changes from 
“dinner” to “party” at 10 
p.m. Customers are invited 
to submit their own grilled 
cheese recipes; the craziest 
so far includes spaghetti. 


9:52 p.m. Three-quarters 
into No. 3, 1 stop eating. This 
just doesn’t taste good. I 
order No. 4, my own creation. 

10:11 p.m. Merz returns, 
offering to buy us fried ice 
cream ($6) coated in sugary 
cereal. Yum. 

10:12 p.m. No. 4 arrives. I’m 
the opposite of hungry, yet 
the Texas toast is buttery, 
and the mixture of cheeses 
and red onion is spectacular. 
Still can’t taste those apples. 

10:30 p.m. No. 4 done. Deep 
breath. I order No. 5, the 
Sheffield and Waveland. 

10:34 p.m. Someone’s 
dancing-hey, there’s 
the “party”! Despite the 
rain, the bar’s filling up 
with casual couples and 
Boystown boys. 

10:38 p.m. No. 5 arrives- 
officially a quesadilla, 
not a grilled cheese. 

Flavorful but greasy. I 
think grease is leaking 
from my pores. 


10:42 p.m. A big party fills up 
the long table in the center 
of the bar. This is turning 
into a scene, and a darn cool 
nightspot. 

10:45 p.m. My tongue hates 
me. I give away a quarter of 
my sandwich. 

11:07 p.m. Music is louder. 
The spice of pepperjack 
lingers in my throat. 

11:11 p.m. I give away the last 
bites of No. 5 and feel like a 
quitter. Still, I order No. 6, The 
Vic (on special for $5). Must 
redeem myself. 

11:25 p.m. Sandwich No. 6 
comes out to the tune of 
Human League’s “Don’t You 
Want Me?,” a cruel irony. It’s 
fine, but not cheesy enough. 

11:28 p.m. The bartender 
comes over and says, “I hear 
that’s your fourth sandwich!” 
and high-fives me. I don’t tell 
him it’s my sixth. 

11:30 p.m. I can’t eat any 
more. Self-loathing, body 


temperature rising. 

12:06 a.m. Crowd seems to 
be winding down, but I’m 
feeling better. I order No. 7, 
the Basique, and actually 
think I can eat it. 

12:13 a.m. Delivering No. 7, 
Rebecca says, “Just like Mom 
used to make.” She’s right. 
Crisp, simple with cheese 
sliding out, this sandwich is 
perfect. I begin. 

12:27 a.m. The crowd has 
filled in again, a second wind 
for the bar. The candles are 
still burning. I can’t give up. 

12:28 a.m. Done with No. 7! 
The last bite takes what feels 
like three hours to swallow. 

12:38 a.m. In the cab ($7), we 
pass my gym. Sigh. 

Total spent, with tip: $94 

The lesson: The Ward is a 
winner, both in concept and 
its serious commitment to 
delicious grilled cheese. 
Moderation suggested.
